belief on the part of the mine owners 
that they have an unquestioned right 
to use the coal la.nds and the mines 
as their o\vn private property without 
regard for the interests of tho public. 


All this must he changed and ths 


means favnred by tho commission H 
to provide government, regulation to 
be exercised over the use, sale, and 
distribution of coal. 


For this 
purpose 
it 
recommends 


that nn effective regulating agency 
be established by thp government and 


ditlon thai tho debts be cancelled. 


The speakers quid pro quo would be 


worthless, and hcnco he might just as 
well say that Europe needs tho money 
more than we do and that as he says

L spirit of justice and generosity" 
should wipe out tho 
loans. Ho 


claims that during the period it would

SEC. WALLACE'S OMISSION 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace's 


recent statement on the distress of 
American farmers was quite as re- 
markable for vim l it omitted as for 
what it- contained. It provoked atten- 
tion particularly because of .the way 
in which it ignored the tariff either as 
a present of prospective relief to agri- 
culture. 


The farmer's condition is better now 


than it was a year ago, says Recre- 


\vith which to j tary Wallace, though 
This is part of 


the duties of the Interstate Commerce 
commission; 
but as that body has 


already too much work of this nature 
on hand, this special agency is favor- 
ed in this particular case. 


The 
commission 
further 
recom- 


mends that to overcome the evil ef- 
fects of monopoly in coal, the gov- 
ernment must go to any extreme short 
of government ownership and price- 
fixing. Hence it is recommended that 
it secure not only the removal of the 
special tax imposed by Pennsylvania, 
but that, it levy a graded 
tax on 


royalties and differential profits. This 
would offer a source of public reve- 
nue without increasing the cost o{ the 
coal. But the commission also roc1- 
ommends general publicity on every- 
thing connected with the coal busi- 
ness so as to make public opinion a 
strong factor in dealing with the gen- 
eral ^question. This would also en- 
able the people to shift more easily 
to substitutes for hard coal. 


In New York city, at the present 


time, the 
Metropolitan 
Housewives' 


league has entered a. protest against 
the action of coal dealers in 
taking 


orders for hard coal at from 515 to 
$17 per ton. The women declare that 
In case of a sudden jump in the price 
they will turn to oil -burning devices. 
Large shipments of coal are passing 
through New York en route to New 
England nnd Canada. Somehow Can- 
ada always gets a share of our hard 
coal every winter, despite any scarcity 
that may exist here. 


Evidently there is great 
need for 


tho regulating 
agency recommended 


by the coal commission, and the soon- 
er it comes the better for the people 
who have to use hard coal.

A third indirtmen 
charges them jointly with conspiracy 
together corruptly to request or ac- 
cept a bribe. 
The indictments do 
not 
contain 


specifications as to dates, the persona 
by whom or the. circumstances un- 
der U'hich the alleged bribe was given, 
but it is understood that the indict- 
ments relate to charges in connec- 
tion with the granting of a permit to 
move a building. 
Hints at Other Prosecutions 


Following the arraignment of the 


two councilors. IJist. Ally. Arthur K. 
Reading issued a statement in which 
he intimated that the case in which 
Hogan and Coady are involved is sim- 
ply a start in a sweeping investigation 
being made by the Middlesex prosecu- 
tor's office into the affairs of munici- 
palities in Middlesex. 


In his statement Dist. Atty. Reading 


said, "These indictments are the re- 
sult of information received by me in 
the course of a.n investigation of mu- 
nicipal affairs in certain cities of this 
county. 
Investigation is now 
being 


made of other information given me. 
in some instances by apparent vic- 
tims of corruption in municipal af- 
faire." 
To newspaper men after 
tho 
ar- 


raignment, Councilor Coady declared 
that he had nothing to say in regard 
to the charges against him. Councilor 
Hogan, however, said: "Atty. Gen. Al- 
len was indicted. Chief Justice Pierce 
was indicted. All I ask 
is a.n op- 


portunity to have the real facts in 
this case heard, and that judgment 
of the public be suspended until1 then."

Heading issued a statement in which 
he intimated that the case in which 
Hogan and Coady are involved is sim- 
ply a start in a sweeping investigation 
being made by the Middlesex prosecu- 
tor's office into the affairs of munici- 
palities in Middlesex.

land. He said he believed the, Canadian 
routes of thR greatest value to New 
FInglaml. 


Asked what he thought might hap- 


pen if the Boston & Maine, Maine Cr-n- 
tr.T-1 and ttan^or & Aroostook were tak- 
en over by the New York Central and 
the. New York, N'-w Haven & Hart- 
ford by the Pennsylvania or ihe Balti- 
more it Ohio, he remarked that the 
trunk lines "were still eager to get 
rid of the, differentials." 


"If the New York Central desires to 


acquire the Boston & Main*. Maine Cen- 
t r a l and Banrjor ,v AmoMook,*' he con- 
tinuod. "tbey fire not doins that from 
tho pnint of view of a philanthropic in- 
stitution, but as a strictly business 
proposition. 
They would have to buy 


stock in the roads or issue their own 
in exchange -that would be some mil- 
lions of dollars. 
They would have, to 


meet an a n n u a l expense in dividends 
on their own stork or in a cash pay- 
ment to the New England roads. 
If 


the New York 
Central 
acquires tho 


stock of these roads they become re- 
sponsible for the return on the bonds. 
They must look for a return for those 
expenses and that can come, only by 
monopolizing both the east and west- 
bound 
traffic. 
It is absurd to think 


that (hey would let their competitors 
take the'busine?s as they do now." 


He made the point that und^r such 


a merger w i t h i n a few years New Rng- 
land would be dependent on one road 
for nn outlet to the west and in case 
of a strike on that road this section 
would he bottled up. 


In answer to questions. Mr. Tofld as-
